To buy anew transit system, BART needs to buy your goodwill.

The ongoing fiasco on BART’s 
Pittsburg/Bay Point line — where a 
still-unidentified electrical glitch has 
fried semiconductors and knocked al- 
most a tenth of BART’s aging, overtaxed 
fleet out of service; the agency is out of 
spare parts and won't have any new 
semiconductors until August — has laid 
bare a few truths about the Bay Area’s ag- 
ing regional rail line, all of which its rid- 
ers will find inconvenient. 

Though its Twitter account is 
staffed by a Millennial engaging riders’ 
angry tweets in a Millennial way — 
winning BART positive press nation- 
wide; be on the lookout for a BART 
emoji before too long — BART is still 
using Nixon-era infrastructure to meet 
Obama-era needs. A transit system 
designed to carry 100,000 people now 
handles 430,000 every day (a load that, 
back in 2010, set records). 

BART is broken, and the people 
who will have to pay to fix it are the 
same ones who stuff into crowded 
trains for the pleasure of arriving late 
to work: us. 

This November, voters in the coun- 
ties served by BART — including San 
Francisco, Alameda, and San Mateo 
— will likely be asked to pass a $3.5 
billion bond measure, money needed 
to lay new track, upgrade electrical sys- 
tems and train controls, and generally 
prevent commuting disasters like the 
current one — at least in theory. 

(Why can’t BART pay for this right 
now? More than half of BART’s $1.56 
billion annual budget goes to keeping 
the system in daily operation — in- 


Trial by Driver 


Ahead of Uber's landmark 
employment trial, what 
makes a driver anemployee is 
comfortably vague.

In at least some cases, Uber 


drivers — considered by their $60 billion 


company as “independent contractors,” 
the benefits-less workers who are the 
backbone of all of Silicon Valley’s “shar- 


ing economy” darlings — are employees. 
The problem is figuring out which cases. 


Earlier this year, Patrick Ely, a 
former UberX driver in the San Diego 
area, was awarded unemployment 
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cluding $470 million on salaries and 
benefits — and can’t be used on capital 
projects, funding for which traditional- 
ly has come from the state and federal 
governments, both of which appear 

to be done with paying for things like 
BART.) 

And right now, BART is on the 
edge: Polling conducted earlier in the 
year showed 69 percent support for 
a BART bond. Sixty-six percent is re- 
quired for the measure to pass. 

This could help explain BART’s use 
of its official Twitter account last 
week to engage with riders 
directly and explain their 
woes are due to an old 
system in need of new 
money. That refreshing 
frankness did buy 
BART some of the 
goodwill 


benefits from the state Employment 
Development Department. This was 
significant: Unemployment goes only 
go to employees. And Ely’s case was 
not the first time an Uber driver had 
been declared an employee: In 2015, 
Uber fought — and lost — an earlier 
EDD decision declaring a Southern 
California driver an employee. 

It appears EDD deals with Uber 
drivers with some regularity. Former 
Uber drivers seeking unemployment 
are given a questionnaire specifically 
tailored to them. 

A spokeswoman for EDD declined 
to state how many Uber (or Lyft, or 
Sidecar) drivers had been awarded un- 
employment benefits or what makes 
a driver an employee; in an emailed 
statement, an Uber spokeswoman

it needs to transform into votes, a local 
political consultant told SF Weekly. But 
the “goodwill was immediately under- 
mined by the most savvy voters, who 
see it — accurately — as the opening 
salvo in the educational campaign that 
BART will be running in support of its 
anticipated bond measure.”

dismissed the case as an outlier and 
noted labor departments in 13 states 
have determined Uber drivers to be 
contractors. 

(Left unsaid was the undeniable 
fact that labor departments, like 
California’s, have, at other times, also 
deemed Uber drivers to be employees.) 

Mark Burton, an attorney with 
San Francisco-based Audet & Partners 
who handled Ely’s case, believes there 
are two key factors at work. One is 
Uber’s ability to change drivers’ terms 
or dismiss them at any time — which 
it did when it monkeyed with their 
rates earlier this year, and which it 
does when a driver’s rating or accep- 
tance rate falls too low, as it can for 
rejecting out-of-the-way ride requests. 

“If I can get rid of you tomorrow, 
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November 2013. (At the time, BART 
said it could not give workers their 
requested raises because the money 
was needed for capital improvements, 
a statement that rings hollow ahead of 
a big bond ask.) 

“When you have a breakdown in 
the core system like this, and they do 
not have the spare parts on hand to 
repair them, it raises serious questions 
about their priorities,” says state Sen. 
Steve Glazer (D-Orinda), who has nine 
BART stations in his district, and who 
won office after a campaign excoriat- 
ing BART’s union workers for striking. 

Many of his constituents “are furi- 

ous with BART,” he added. “Their PR 
shenanigans are not a surprise giv- 
en the low esteem in which BART 
is held ... they’re being hyper- 
political as they look ahead, 
trying to raise billions in 
new taxes.”

you are generally an employee,” he 
says. “The ability to terminate some- 
body at a moment’s notice plays a 
very important part in whether you 
are an employee or an independent 
contractor.” 

The second is the necessity of driv- 
ers to Uber’s business model.

“Uber has to have these people in 
other to make their money,’ Burton 
adds.

Inatime of budget 
crunches, S.F. hires a 
municipal tweeter. 


Boom-time San Francisco 
needs to tighten its belt. Late last 
year, Mayor Ed Lee announced the 
$9 billion city budget would come 
up $100 million short for the fis- 
cal year that begins July 1 — 
thanks largely to ever-rising 
pension costs — and every city 
department would need to trim 
spending by 1.5 percent. 

In response, the city’s De- 
partment of Technology moved 
to hire a full-time municipal 
tweeter. In January, DT posted 
a job ad for a “Social Media 
Strategist.” For up to $130,000 
a year, this digital native will 
man the city’s official social 
media feeds, “manage social 
media campaigns,’ and run 
“multiple social media ac- 
counts.” 

In other words: for six 
figures, San Francisco needs 
someone able to walk, Tweet, 
and Snapchat all at the same 
time. Can we say #GoodGov- 
ernment? 

DT officials defended the 
need for an official city tweeter. 
“[T]he Social Media Strategist is 
a really critical role for improv- 
ing and enhancing the City’s 
communications, response, 
and engagement with the pub- 
lic,” said Kathleen Clark, DT’s 
acting deputy director of com- 
munications (who takes home 
$150,000 a year herself, accord- 
ing to a department source). 

The tweeter, who Clark did 
not identify, started work on 
Monday. Already, expectations 
are high: Last week’s performance 
from @SFBART’s official feed will 
be a tough act to follow. CR

OnHeroin 
Users, Mayor 
Calls the Cops 


In San Francisco, no game of 
NIMBY bingo is complete without a com- 
plaint of “used needles.” 

In Chronicle columns, letters to the 
editor, and harrowing tales of urban 
living, evidence of heroin use ends up 
everywhere: in children’s sandboxes, 
at Muni stops, and anywhere else 
people walk. For once, this problem 
could possibly be understated. As this 
column has pointed out before, it’s a 
small wonder we aren't all swimming 
in discarded syringes: San Francisco is 
experiencing a needle boom. 

In 2013, just one of the city’s many 
needle-exchange programs handed out 
three million clean hypodermic syringes; 
in 2015, according to Department of Pub- 
lic Health spokeswoman Nancy Sarieh, 
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health workers passed out 3.8 million. 
(While the city keeps a tab, most of the 
needles are paid for by nonprofits like the 
San Francisco AIDS Foundation. The city 
must keep its hands clean, after all.) This 
figure excludes any needles purchased at 

a Walgreen’s when the needle-exchange 
programs, generally open just a few hours a 
day, aren't available. 

This is a remarkable number, consid- 
ering health officials estimate there are 
“only” between 13,000 and 16,000 heroin 
users in the city. That number, the official 
tally as of last summer, is likely outdated, if 
San Francisco’s opiate users are following 
the trend seen around the country. 

Heroin never left America. But as a 
topic of debate, heroin use is back with a 
vengeance. The epidemic and what to do 
with it has been a political football tossed 
around at the Republican presidential de- 
bates. The main reason why might be called 
the “pharmaceutical-police complex.” For 
years, physicians over-prescribed prescrip- 
tion pain medication, with some docs will- 
ing to write a prescription for nearly un- 
limited Vicodin for anyone with a few extra 
dollars. Wherever police shut down one 
of these pill mills, their “success” yielded a 
population of opiate addicts with nowhere 
to turn for a fix other than the street. In- 
stead of Oxy, they turned to heroin. 

It remains to be seen whether the 
city’s pill users are making this same shift. 
If they are, there are likely to be many 


more heroin users in town than previously 
thought: Fatal heroin overdoses dropped 
to about 10 a year between 2010 and 2012, 
the most recent data available. During that 
same time frame, there were 100 annual 
fatal overdoses from prescription pills. 

To deal with this public health crisis, 
elected officials and law enforcement au- 
thorities in Seattle are taking a long, hard 
look at supervised injection sites — places 
where heroin users can access needles and 
even slam a dose home under the eyes of 
health workers. 

If someone overdoses, there are shots 
of anti-overdose drug naloxone nearby. 

If someone decides they’re tired of the 

life and wants services — the catch-all 
term for the government's solution to the 
decades-long economic and mental health 
conundrum we call “homelessness” — they 
can get that, too. 

Vancouver has had supervised injection 
sites for some time as well. So far, it’s the 
only city in North America to try them out. 

In San Francisco, this notion is enor- 
mously popular — even more popular than 
legalizing marijuana, according to a recent 
poll. 

As the Chronicle first reported last 
Sunday, a poll paid for by the Drug Policy 
Alliance revealed 72 percent support for 
supervised injection sites. And this froma 
population consisting mostly of white peo- 
ple over 65, traditionally the city’s bastion 
of conservatism. By contrast, these same 
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respondents offered “only” 68 percent sup- 
port for legalizing cannabis. 

But with the man calling the shots, safe 
injection is a total nonstarter. Mayor Ed 
Lee has a “vigorous disagreement” with the 
idea of safe injection sites and with “wet 
houses,” where street people addicted to 
alcohol are housed and allowed to drink. 
(Seattle, Lee’s hometown, has had a wet 
house for several years. Health officials 
claim it’s working.) 

It’s not entirely clear why Lee is so 
opposed to these 21st-century innova- 
tions in winning the real drug war. The 
city began its needle exchange programs 
to cut down on the transmission of HIV 
among intravenous drug users. By all 
metrics, it has succeeded. Two years ago, 
without discussion or much explanation, 
Lee nixed a proposal to do the same with 
crack pipes — whose users skew black, as 
opposed to heroin users, who skew white. 

Christine Falvey, the mayor’s spokes- 
woman, says Lee wants to put more 
people into treatment “and not focus ona 
city-funded injection center.” 

That appears to be happening, as the 
number of people in methadone treat- 
ment in San Francisco increased from 
about 2,000 in 2013 to almost 3,000 last 
summer, the most recent data available. 

But incredibly, Lee is also answer- 
ing the drug problem with a decidedly 
exploded 20th-century solution: more 
police. 


In December, following a speech on 
homelessness, Lee directed the Police 
Department to step up enforcement and 
arrestpeople selling drugs near homeless 
“shelters and treatment centers,” Falvey 
told SF Weekly on Tuesday. 

It was not immediately clear if the 
program has launched, but the mere 
suggestion is staggering. The innovation 
mayor of San Francisco has responded 
to a drug problem with the Nixonian 
strategy of calling in the cops. What could 
possibly go right? 

Ina fine twist, police are some of safe 
injection’s biggest supporters. “As long as 
there was strong, very strong, emphasis 
on education, services and recovery, I 
would say that yes, the benefits [of safe 
injection] outweigh the drawbacks,” King 
County Sheriff John Urquhart told the 
Los Angeles Times. 

Laura Thomas, the Drug Policy Alli- 
ance’s deputy state director, believes Lee 
will “come around” on safe injection. But 
it seems clear drug reform will never be 
a San Francisco priority as long as Lee is 
mayor. 

Lee has famously never visited a mar- 
ijuana dispensary — and cannabis is at 
least a $150 million annual industry in 
the city. What are a couple of junkies — 
or a couple million needles — compared 
to that?

WENDY MACNAUGHTON 


creates idiosyncratic illustrations that mesh perfectly with San 
Francisco's fascination with quirky street life and love of food.

The first things I notice about Wendy MacNaughton after 
arriving at the artist and illustrator’s studio on the northeastern fringe of 
Pier 70 are her thunderbolt earrings. Are they to commemorate the recently 
deceased David Bowie, or are they “just because”? 

We're drinking herbal tea out of vintage Heath mugs in a spacious 
second-floor workspace overlooking the bay, in a quiet quadrant of the 
Dogpatch that hasn’t yet traded on its industrial glamor to woo Super 
Bowl parties or massive food festivals. It’s late in the afternoon in late 
January, and the windows admit only a little wan light. Even though the 
room is almost 1,400 square feet, it feels lighthouse-cozy rather than 
waterfront-dreary. 

And MacNaughton definitely wore the earrings to mourn the passing 
of Ziggy Stardust.

“He’s otherworldly, he can’t die!” 
MacNaughton says, poking some 
fun at the extent of her grief (which 
we share). “It feels like I’m losing my 
youth.” Her fiancée and business part- 
ner Caroline Paul is more than a decade 
older, and has warned her about the 
mounting deaths of one’s idols: “It 
starts to happen.” 

Gregarious and lighthearted, the 
A0ish MacNaughton may not be 
youthful in the strictest sense, but her 
easy demeanor and the hand-drawn 
aesthetic of her illustrations suggest 
otherwise. 

In a few prolific years, she’s risen to 
become a major figure in contemporary 
art, one whose distorted maps, charm- 
ingly verbose illustrated historical ex- 
planations, and aphoristic visual obser- 
vations on human behavior have been 
published in neighborhood newspapers 
like The Potrero View, glossy lifestyle 
magazines like 7x7, and national publi- 
cations such as The New York Times. 

She has also come to represent an 
entire city. San Francisco’s arts scene 
is far too diffuse and multifaceted for 
one person to truly speak for all of it, 
but MacNaughton comes closer than 
anyone. Her squiggly, text-heavy pen 
drawings and instantly recognizable 
watercolors possess a goofy braininess 
and exude sweetness and light — 
even when she’s drawing our eyeballs 
straight toward this city’s most glaring 
contradictions. 


“I don’t really distinguish 
between the text and the quote-unquote 
drawing,” MacNaughton says of her ap- 
proach. I compare her style to Roz Chast, 
the New Yorker cartoonist whose 2014 
book about her aging parents, Can’t We 
Talk About Something More Pleasant? was 
named a finalist for the National Book 
Award. It dove deeply into narrative terri- 
tory, far beyond the antic, highly-caffein- 
ated-looking single-panel bits about the 
minutiae of modernity seen in the maga- 
zine. 

“T think that is a high compliment,” 
MacNaughton says. “My handwriting 
has definitely changed over the years, 
but this seems to have stuck. If I write 
with a brush versus with a Micron Pig- 
ment 02, which is what I almost always 
use across the board, it’s going to look 
different and bring out different things 
in my hand.” 

MacNaughton’s first job out of 
school was as an advertising copywrit- 
er, which explains her word-centric 
style. (“I've been using words since I’ve 
been drawing, so I can’t escape it.”) 
She’s taken on freelance lettering jobs, 
but apart from “some stuff on Medi- 
um,’ has never published written pieces 
without illustrations attached. 

“It’s still my voice, but my voice is 
visual and in the text. I would not call 
myself a writer,’ she says. Referring to 
another famous New Yorker cartoonist, 
she adds, “Saul Steinerg, he used to call 
himself a writer who draws. I would say 
I’m a draw-er who writes.” 

And she’s a social worker at heart 
— she earned a master’s in social work 
in 2005, and worked on democratic 
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elections in Africa. I ask, somewhat 
insincerely, about her political affil- 
iation — since anyone familiar with 
her gentle skewerings of 21st-century 
hipster affectations and explanatory 
run-downs of Golden Gate Park’s bison 
can glean she’s a classic San Francisco 
lefty, well-versed in city history. 

“One of the things that attracted 
me to social work was that they have a 
very strict code of ethics,” she says. “I'd 
worked in advertising and commercial 
art, and I was looking for some kind of 
structure. Social work does teach a very 
social justice, empowerment-based 
way of looking at the world, looking at 
systems, at how people work within 
systems.” 

When I press her more specifically 
about her views — Hillbot? Bernie Bro- 
ette? — she pauses. 

“T have to be careful with this — be- 
cause I’m a staunch Republican. Kid- 
ding! Wouldn't that be amazing? That 
would be crazy.” 


In some ways, MacNaughton’s 
method is deceptively simple. Take the 
tea we're drinking, It’s not just a prop 
useful for sitting and chatting. 

A friend of hers is a tea purveyor. 
Paul is writing a book with him about 
tea, and MacNaughton will illustrate it. 
So she’s learning a lot about tea right 
now (and possibly using this interview 
as an opportunity to apply the knowl- 
edge and learn more). 

To lean on a dumb pun, food is 
MacNaughton’s bread and butter. Illus- 
trated street scenes may have only so 
much commercial viability, but books 
about food all but beg for artwork. And 
she’s busy. After the year-end rush and 
before the new year’s projects start in 
earnest, January sounds like it would 
be the dead zone for creative types 
tethered to the publishing world, just 
as May is for accountants and Sep- 
tember is for camp counselors. Not so 
much, it turns out; MacNaughton is 
plenty occupied. 

“Everything gets published in the 
spring or in the fall,” she says, “and 
there are certain dates you have to 
make. And this happened to be mine.’ 

Three main things are on Mac- 
Naughton’s plate this week. First, 
there’s Samin Nosrat, a chef from 
Chez Panisse, who’s been working for 
15 years on a “huge, epic book” called 
Salt Fat Acid Heat that’s coming out 
sometime in the spring of 2017. It’s 
600 pages and 100 percent illustrat- 
ed — which means no photography. 
She'd just turned in 100 full drawings 
of different foods, after working on the 
project for three years. (When I asked 
Nosrat about the project, she said it be- 
gan after she'd written MacNaughton 
an “insane fan letter where I called her 
the Maira Kalman of our generation” 
after encountering her work in The 
Rumpus.) Second, she’s drawing the 
cover to Knives & Ink, a tattoo book by 
Isaac Fitzgerald that focuses on the 
much-inked-up necks and forearms of 
chefs and other figures from the culi- 
nary world. (It’s the follow-up to Pen & 
Ink: Tattoos and the Stories Behind Them,

which MacNaughton also illustrated.) 

The third project is more personal. 
She and Paul have collaborated on The 
Gutsy Girl: Escapades for Your Life of Epic 
Adventure, an illustrated book “for girls 
eight to 12 years old, to inspire them to 
get adventurous and get outdoors. It has 
all of her stories,” MacNaughton says 
of her fiancée. “She’s been a firefighter, 
she trained for the Olympics in luge. She 
profiles diverse women throughout time 
who've done awesome stuff.” 

Paul has also skied Denali and scaled 
the Golden Gate Bridge untethered, but 
The Gutsy Girl has a lot more than just 
her C.V. It’s more Radical Brownies than 
Girl Scouts — no lanyards here — with 
inspirational-yet-non-platitudinous 
chapters (“Aim High! But, Sometimes, 
Not Too High”) broken up by mini-bios 
of “Girl Heroes” (Mae Jemison, the first 
female African-American astronaut; An- 
nie Taylor, the first person to head over 
Niagara Falls in a barrel and survive) 
and sections called “Derring-Do” that 
demonstrate how to tell the time from 
the position of the sun or simply give 
encouragement to perform five “acts of 
microbravery” in a week. There are also 
one- and two-page spreads and charts 
that range from the practical (“How to 
Build a Boat Out of Milk Cartons,” in 
eight steps) to the silly (“The Anatomy 
of the Brain of a Gutsy Girl,” a cross-sec- 
tion of 15 made-up regions of the cere- 
bral cortex, phrenology-style). 

“Tm helping her with pushing this 
baby out into the world,” MacNaughton 
says. (To belabor the metaphor, it’s not 
their first child together: Previously, 
they collaborated on Lost Cat: A True 
Story of Love, Desperation, and GPS Tech- 
nology.) “That’s a part of the publishing 
and the arts stuff that I never expected: 
It is like a baby, you spend all this time 
growing the baby and you have to raise 
it in the world, get it out there.” 

About working with her life partner, 
Paul calls it a “no-brainer,” citing Mac- 
Naughton’s facility with infographics, 
Venn diagrams, flowcharts, and other 
means of conveying knowledge which 
people who work in advertising often 
acquire a love for. 

“Wendy was the best choice for The 
Gutsy Girl,” Paul says, “though when I 
first explained the idea to her, we both 
pretended to hem and haw about who 
was going to illustrate it. She was sug- 
gesting other people, and I was saying, 
‘Oh, yeah, OK, I'll look her work up on 
the Internet.’ We were playing it cool, 
communicating that we weren't taking 
each other for granted, that collabora- 
tion was not a given, just because we 
were in a relationship.” 

“Wendy was swamped with work at 
the time — and continues to be,” Paul 
adds. “But she believed in The Gutsy 
Girl’s mission. If this had been a book 
about knock-knock jokes, she would 
have politely declined.” 


The Gutsy Girl was published 
March 1. What makes that fact all the 
more notable is that, by most people’s 
standards, MacNaughton hasn't really 
worked at this for terribly long. Born in 
San Francisco and raised in Marin, she 
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lived overseas and in New York City be- 
fore moving back to the Bay Area — first 
to Oakland, and now in Potrero Hill. 

And it was only around 2010 that 
her work began popping up in places 
like The Rumpus, Pop-Up Magazine, 
and The Bold Italic (in its original, 
Gannett-owned incarnation). I became 
aware of MacNaughton’s work via her 
compendium of 17 neighborhoods and 
institutions, Meanwhile in San Francis- 
co: The City in Its Own Words — specifi- 
cally through the comparison between 
the scenes on Fifth and Sixth streets. 
It’s unsentimental but judgment-free: 
She catalogues some mostly forgotten 
periods of Central SoMa’s housing 
turmoil and lists things she overhears 
at different street corners over the 
span of five minutes (acknowledging 
unwelcome catcalls with nothing more 
than asterisks and the postscript “*Di- 
rected to the Artist”). Above all, it is 
honest. There are portraits of grinning 
faces and of people walking away, plain 
circles listing all the neighborhood's 
various smells, and wry watercolors of 
the coffee cups people line up to drink 
beer out of starting at 6 a.m. 

Sarah Han was the content director 
at The Bold Italic when MacNaughton 
began contributing there. (Disclosure: 
I was a contributor to The Bold Italic as 
well, but our tenure barely overlapped, 
and we never met.) 

“T loved how wonderfully handmade 
Wendy’s illustrations feel, from her 
use of watercolor to her decision to 
handprint all her type,” Han says. “Her 
images, while very detailed and well- 
drawn, reminded me of taking a peek 
into someone’s private sketchbook 
or diary of doodles, as her drawings 
usually have funny or poignant notes 
written around them. | also could tell 
immediately that she was in love with 
San Francisco, and that she knew the 
city and all its good, bad, weird, and 
wonderful quirks well.” 

This requires the kind of dedication 
that can sometimes feel like a total 
collapse of work-life balance, yet an 
undertaking like Meanwhile in San 
Francisco implies the creator is enough 
of a flaneur to spend at least part of the 
day away from her desk, absorbing San 
Francisco’s full-spectrum randomness. 

“T remember at least once a day, 
something weird would happen,” 
MacNaughton says of a phase earlier 
in her career. “At the end of the day, 

I'd have a weird story, like ‘I saw this 
woman, and from the back I thought 
she was actually a dog, but she was a 
woman. Just weird stuff like you really 
only see when your mind is open and 
you re really looking for it. I think part 
of the challenge of having your artwork 
being your job is that it comes with this 
pressure that can sometimes close that 
down.” 

When I ask MacNaughton how 
much time she spends in her studio 
these days, she shakes her head to the 
very suggestion of a nine-to-five life. 

“T would say I’m here six or seven 
days a week,” she says, “but I work 
every day in some way, shape, or form 
— because my work is my life. I can’t 


really draw much of a distinction.” 

(It’s not all toil, however. There’s a 
beverage cart stocked with bourbon 
labeled “Genius Bar,” and people some- 
times come over to socialize. “There 
have been many beers that have been 
had here,” MacNaughton says.) 

She dodged each of my attempts to 
goad her into dropping names, except 
to express giddy joy at even hovering 
at the periphery of some of her heroes: 
“It’s been so cool that just by kind of 
buckling down and doing my own stuff 
that those kinds of opportunities to 
meet people who I so respect and ad- 
mire. I’m geeking out, like “What? I’m 
having drinks with you?!” 

But she’s unquestionably moved 
onto higher-profile gigs and commis- 


sions recently. This spring, for example, 
she designed explanatory postcards for 
The Perennial, a SoMa restaurant by 
Anthony Myint, Karen Leibowitz, and 
Chris Kiyuna that puts great emphasis 
on sustainable kitchen practices. 

And as anybody who freelances for 
a living knows, work leads to more 
work. MacNaughton had coffee a few 
years ago with an art director from her 
copywriting days, Crystal English Sac- 
ca. (Sacca is married to Chris Sacca, the 
cowboy-shirt-clad Googler-turned-ven- 
ture-capitalist who bet early on Twitter, 
Instagram, and Uber.) 

Crystal English Sacca was to be 
the art director for a book about wine 
written by Richard Betts, a Coloradan 
who famously passed the Master Som- 


melier exam on the first try and whose 
mission is to demolish notions that 
wine must be solely the province of the 
snobbish. 

There was a joke that the best way 
to convince people of wine’s populism 
would be to fall back on that venerable 
genre of the people, the scratch ’n’ sniff 
book. The joke soon turned serious. 

“They kept talking about it and 
decided maybe it could happen,” Mac- 
Naughton says. “Crystal and I had 
coffee and I was like, “That’s my favorite 
topic: wine. So I’m in.’ We started this 
fun project and it became a New York 
Times best-seller, which was crazy.” 

To write it, they “basically locked 
ourselves in a cabin for a week,” Mac- 
Naughton says. She used wine >) p14

in lieu of watercolors to paint, and 
bought fruit to arrange so that she 
could draw from life — her preferred 
method, as it creates a “totally different 
line quality” than using a photograph. 

“It’s important to draw the line from 
life,” she says. “So I had to taste a lot. 
You have to suffer for the art!” 

It was a runaway success, so the 
Betts-MacNaughton-Sacca trio re- 
peated this exercise again with last 
year’s follow-up, The Essential Scratch 
& Sniff Guide to Becoming a Whiskey 
Know-It-All. 

Both books are short and breezy, 
consisting of little more than pure in- 
formation, illustrated and demarcated 
with olfactory delights. Take the two 
pages on whiskey barrels, which spell 
out the word “WOOD?” in staves and 
contain extended index fingers point- 
ing to aromatic circles marked vanilla, 
cinnamon, and toast. The charming 
design and demystifying wisdom about 
barrel-aging — “Older just means older 
(and usually more expensive); it doesn’t 
necessarily mean better. That’s up to 
your taste” — give no indication the 
writer possesses a palate superior to 
virtually everyone else’s on the planet. 

For Richard Betts, the possessor of 
said palate, working with Wendy was “a 
total joy.” 

“She’s such a feeling person that 
she’s capable of gathering and ex- 
pressing the exact emotion that we're 
going for,” he says. “It’s the same with 
her portraiture — she just grabs the 
essence and renders it beautiful ina 
minimal number of strokes.” 

In the back of each book is an inge- 
nious, color-coded, 360-degree tasting 
wheel, which is as useful as it is clever. 
“How Do You Like Your Whiskey?” 
subdivides the entire brown liquor 
phylum into pie-shaped wedges and 
concentric circles indicating a given 
whiskey’s place, wood, and grain — all 
hand-drawn by MacNaughton — with 
hundreds of brand names extending 
from the outer ring, perpendicularly, 
in a gradient of quality ranging from 
“mix” to “sip.” 

If you know you like cookie dough, 
and the scratch ’n’ sniff’s cedar and 
sandalwood turned you on, you might 
gravitate toward Japanese whisky. But 
if you're more into nuttiness and maple 
flavors, look to Canada. 

“It works!” MacNaughton says of 
the wheel. “Somehow the three of us 
ended up taking paper grocery bags, 
cutting them apart, taping them to- 
gether, putting them out on a table, 
and realizing we had two flowcharts — 
but if you put them together, they end 
up making this 360-degree flowchart, 
and that works perfectly.” 

Members of the group drank all of 
the 280 to 300 whiskeys in order to 
place them on the wheel, although at a 
certain point, MacNaughton abdicated 
responsibility. 

“That’s where Crystal and I were 
like, ‘Goodbye, let us know how it goes!’ 
[Betts and his girlfriend] said the first 
20 were fun, but after that it’s painful.”

on drinking good booze to excess is 

a fine way to make a living, and by 
her own admission, MacNaughton is 
currently in a place where she’s “doing 
some things over here for money 
and some things over here, not 

so much.” But achieving financial 
success can dissolve one’s worries 
— only to see them coalesce anew, 
guided by a different set of anxiet- 
ies. Her latest commission, a book, 
seems to magnify that. 

“When I was hustling so hard, 
Thad a laundry list of things,” she 
says. But now, when people make 
a really generous, open-ended of- 
fer like that, it comes with a lot 
of pressure, like ‘This needs to be 
the right thing,’ as opposed to just 
‘This is really interesting to me.’ 

This latest project developed 
out of a small artist-in-residence 
stipend the Zen Hospice Program 
offered MacNaughton last year, an 
emotionally challenging endeavor 
that brings her in close proximity 
with the dying. 
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“It’s just been such an education 
and a real honor to be allowed into 
that very private and meaningful 
environment with wonderful people 
who've been so generous,” she says. 
“If you'd told me two years ago I was 
going to do that, I would have been 
like, ‘That sounds so depressing.’ But 
the thing is, it’s not depressing. It’s 
sad. It’s quite beautiful, the environ- 
ment that has been created: the vol- 
unteers, the nurse, the caregiver. It’s 
the way that it should be. It’s sad to 
face reality if death is going to hap- 
pen — but given that it’s going to 
happen, isn’t this the way it should?” 


San Francisco bursts with 
brilliant people who have creative pas- 
sions, but for whom practical consid- 
erations dictate that their artistic 
hobbies remain only that: hobbies. 
From time to time, one meets people 
for whom the ditching of the corpo- 
rate world feels like such an easy and 
inevitable part of their career arc that 
you wonder why anybody would ever 
sweat it. 

But even MacNaughton’s studio 


was the product of a job. Forest City, 
Pier 70’s developer, hired her to do 

a story on the history of the water- 
front in anticipation of the former 
commercial shipyard’s eventual rede- 
velopment into housing, offices, and 
a mall. Being a “San Francisco lefty,” 
she initially declined. 

“Pm like, ‘I’m not working with 
you. I’m not contributing to the 
demise. You're the man!” she says. 
“They’re like, “OK, that’s fine. But it 
is going to get developed. So we can 
either do that and use the surveys 
the port has done, or we can use the 
surveys the port has done and you 
can go around and talk to anybody 
you want and do all the drawings 
and basically make a story and a pro- 
file and give that to us. I said, ‘OK, 
as long as you don’t edit me.’ They 
said, ‘Deal.’ So I’m like, ‘Wow, that is 
actually unusual.’ 

That became Meanwhile, Pier 70 
in Its Own Words. Fast-forward a 
couple years, after she'd been evicted 
— along with many others — from 
a studio space above ARCH Art Sup- 
plies (when it was in Potrero Hill). A 
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plea for help on Facebook caught the 
attention of a woman from Forest 
City who mentioned that there was 
one opening in a just-developed Pier 
70 artists’ space. The opportunity 
gave MacNaughton a minor crisis. 

“All this stuff comes up: ‘I can’t 
take up this much space.’ ‘I don’t 
deserve this.’ ‘What am I going to 
do with all this?’ It was a big finan- 
cial leap to make, but it was either 
between this or a 200-square-foot 
space that was all carpet and stuff, 
basically a little office. I had to 
make a decision: Go that way, which 
would have been safe and good and 
I knew I could do it, or do I want to 
make a leap? I leapt.” 

She painted a platform in the 
center of the room a mint shade, 
and moved her drafting tables in. 
While there are no cobwebby cor- 
ners or dead spaces, MacNaughton 
is eager to maximize her studio’s 
potential. 

“If people want to come in and 
share a work in progress, it’s a re- 
ally great space for it, right?” Then 
the idea dawns on her to have me

write this article (or anything else) 
right there in the studio. 

I reflexively demur, thinking 
about celebrities I’ve spoken to 
over the phone who ask fora 
restaurant recommendation and 
coyly dangle the possibility of 
meeting up; it’s a calculated maneu- 
ver designed to get journalists to 
swoon and maybe ignore the celeb’s 
awkward pauses. Then I realize that 
a woman who‘ greeted me with 
tea and “How did you find me, and 
how have we not met before?” isn’t 
pulling my leg. 

In the end, I write this article 
much as I do any other, at home 
and at my desk, with a burgeoning 
flush of self-hatred as I come up 
hard against my deadline. 

In our final email exchange, a 
day before SF Weekly went to press, 
Wendy MacNaughton closes with 
a reminder, in all caps: PROCRAS- 
TINATION IS PART OF THE CRE- 
ATIVE PROCESS.

Maria Bamford’s comedy is different 
from most, connecting fans with their 
misfit selves and shedding light on 
mental illness through material about 
her Minnesota family and her battles 
with depression and anxiety.

The Sisters of Perpetual Indulgence 
have been irreverent, campy forces of 
protest and community service for so 
long that they risk being considered 
old-hat.

TRAVELING AND 
UNRAVELING 


Female narrators, losses and traumas, 
and faraway lands figure prominently 
in the novels of Vendela Vida, whose 
heroines have traveled to the Philip- 
pines (And Now You Can Go), Finland 
(Let the Northern Lights Erase Your 
Name), and Turkey (The Lovers) fol- 
lowing an assault, a disappearance, 
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and more than one death. Recently, 
Vida released The Diver's Clothes Lie 
Empty, a thriller exploring the fluid- 
ness of identity. Presented riskily but 
successfully in the second person — 
“You are putting on a wig so you more 
closely resemble the way you looked 
before you weren't you” — the story 
features a mysterious protagonist vis- 
iting intrigue-filled Casablanca.

Last summer, when SF Weekly ran a cover story on Miss Major Griffin-Gracy, 
Annalise Ophelian’s documentary MAJOR! was still in post-production. Since 
then, it has been shown from Canada to India, at film festivals celebrating the 
LGBT community, as well as those focused on prisoners’ rights and human 
rights in general. Miss Major's concerns, however, are unapologetically specific 
— in fact, she hardly raised an eyebrow at being named community grand mar- 
shal of the 2014 San Francisco Pride Parade since, for her, the T in LGBT comes 
first. Black girls like her, she reminds us, played a key role in the Stonewall Upris- 
ing; she was there, fighting the cops for their right to exist, and she has never 
stopped fighting. MAJOR! looks at Miss Major’s 40 years of tireless activism and 
advocacy for transwomen of color, particularly for the incarcerated. (As a survi- 
vor of Attica, she knows all about that, too.) Still formidable at 75, Miss Major is 
a riveting subject whose unconditional love, unfaltering determination, and pro- 
found ease within her own skin should serve as inspiration for everyone.

URBAN PHRENOLOGY 


One might approach Infinite City: A San Francisco Atlas — the earliest in a trilogy 
by Rebecca Solnit and a host of talented researchers, writers, artists, and cartog- 
raphers — like an archeologist who has discovered a treasure map to their gran- 
ny’s attic. No matter what your level of familiarity with the nooks and crannies 
of this place, surprises await. Within the book’s nautical binding are 22 wholly 
exceptional maps to serve as guides to unlikely juxtapositions: culinary delights 
and EPA superfund sites; native butterflies and queer haunts; murders and cy- 
press trees; fish ladders and Zen Buddhism. You'll also find vanished places and 
long-ago lives (128 tiny local tribes, four centenarians, a proliferation of indus- 
try and movie houses); immigration, gentrification, politics, power, and all the 
bars that still open at 6 a.m. Solnit writes elegantly about the subjective nature 
of maps, those we carry in our hearts and those we carry in our hands. Tonight, 
for “Mapping the Infinite City,” geographer and Association of American Ge- 
ographers project collaborator Joshua Jelly-Schapiro joins her at the to talk 
about how cartography can capture a bit of a city’s soul.

The Counter-Revoutionists’ Gallery 


The debut the massive Minnesota Street Project looks to redraw San Francisco's visual-arts geography.

On the opening night of the 
San Francisco arts complex called Min- 
nesota Street Project, co-founder Debo- 
rah Rappaport stood on the ground level 
of the building that houses two floors of 
art galleries, receiving congratulations 
from one art-goer after another. They all 
wanted to touch Rappaport’s arm, hug 
her, or just acknowledge what she and 
her husband Andy Rappaport had done: 
Open a facility in the Dogpatch that 
houses 10 art galleries, two exhibition 
spaces, a media room, a restaurant, and 
more. 

Named after the street it’s on, Min- 
nesota Street Project will soon include 
artist studios in one nearby building, 
and a storage and business facility 
in another. The March 18 nighttime 
opening of the galleries — attended 
by hundreds of people who waited in a 
long line that stretched for two blocks 
— heralded a new era in San Francis- 
co’s visual arts scene, which lacks a 
true epicenter. Rather, it’s divided into 
three major areas: Downtown/SoMa, 
where SFMOMA, Yerba Buena Center 
for the Arts, Fraenkel Gallery, and oth- 
er arts spaces have huddled together 
for years, but where rising rents have 
forced out many longtime galleries; the 
Dogpatch/Potrero area, where Minne- 
sota Street Project joins Brian Gross 
Fine Art, Catharine Clark Gallery, Mu- 
seum of Craft and Design, and other 
recent transplants; and the Richmond 
District’s environs, where the de Young 
Museum and Legion of Honor have 
existed for many decades. Of the 10 
galleries that occupy Minnesota Street 
Project, at least two — Rena Bransten 
Gallery and Nancy Toomey Fine Art 
— have taken refuge after leaving the

Geary Street buildings (49 Geary, 77 
Geary) where tech companies replaced 
gallery spaces. 

The erosion of San Francisco’s tradi- 
tional gallery scene motivated Deborah 
and Andy Rappaport — who are well- 
known arts patrons — to create a com- 
plex that offers below-market rents in 
a welcoming, warehouse environment. 
Dozens of galleries wanted to move 
into the flagship building at 1275 
Minnesota St., but the Rappaports had 
to limit the numbers. The lucky ones 
include Ever Gold [Projects], which 
is transitioning from its Tenderloin 
location at 441 O'Farrell St., a sketchy 
block with limited parking that scared 
away potential art-goers. Gallery direc- 
tor Andrew McClintock says that Min- 
nesota Street Project is a godsend that 
gives the assembled galleries strength 
in numbers — and turns them into 
more of a compelling “destination.” 

“People are more willing to come 
here,” says McClintock, 31. “I’ve been 
in the Tenderloin for seven years, and

it’s gotten progressively worse. And I 
think there’s a broken vision of how to 
fix it. It’s sad to see. Here, it feels like a 
community. It’s a lot more supportive 
out here. There’s room to think. I’m 
ecstatic to be here.” 

Ever Gold [Projects]’ first exhibition 
at Minnesota Street Project features 
the West Coast debut of Ghanaian 
artist Serge Attukwei Clottey, whose 
repurposing of Ghanaian water jugs — 
made from plastic originally exported 
from the United States and Europe 
— is a biting political commentary 
on globalism and on Ghana’s water 
struggles, which has made access to 
clean water problematic and expensive 
for millions of Ghanaians. Several of 
Clottey’s tapestries, including Ameri- 
can Lottery, were sold even before the 
March 18 opening, when scores of peo- 
ple crowded into Ever Gold [Projects]’ 
ground-floor gallery and corralled both 
Clottey and McClintock to ask about 
Clottey’s exhibit, “Hand to Mouth.” In 
Ghana, the plastic from the jugs, many 


of which originally stored cooking oil, 
can contaminate the water after a few 
days. 

“T wanted to create awareness about 
how this plastic is killing us, and from 
an artistic process, cut and get rid of 
them, and send them back to where 
they came from,” Clottey says. “It’s an 
interesting experience for me [in San 
Francisco], because these are pieces 
that I created in Ghana, where I display 
them mostly in public spaces, and I 
was curious about how people would 
react to the work here. So far, it has 
been a really good response.” 

For many people in attendance, the 
March 18 opening of Minnesota Street 
Project’s galleries felt like a tipping 
point — when, finally, the momentum 
had shifted, and a cadre of San Francis- 
co galleries, and the artists they cham- 
pion, were getting the support they 
needed, rather than ultimatums and 
skyrocketing rents. But the Minnesota 
Street Project is not, by itself, an anti- 
dote to the real-estate forces that are 
continuing to upend San Francisco's 
visual arts community. 

“We're not trying to be anyone’s 
antidote,’ Rappaport says. “We're just 
trying to provide a space for galleries 
that want to be in this sort of an envi- 
ronment — it’s a little bit more com- 
munal — and are willing to take this 
risk with us, and to try something new 
and different. We could only accommo- 
date a limited number. Unfortunately, 
we can't solve the entire real estate 
problem in San Francisco.” 

Still, while San Francisco is continu- 
ing to convulse into a city of real-estate 
haves and have-nots, the Minnesota 
Street Project is the latest emblem 
of a kind of counter-revolution — a 





project in which those with the money 
and power to do something actually 
do. And Deborah Rappaport, a board 
member of the Headlands Center for 
the Arts and of the Berkeley Art Mu- 
seum and Pacific Film Archive (BAMP- 
FA), and Andy Rappaport, who’s a 
retired venture capitalist, did it just 

in time, according to the galleries that 
migrated to 1275 Minnesota Street. 

“It’s going to be a great thing for 
the city, and for the gallery to grow,” 
says McClintock, who also publishes 
and edits SFAQ, the arts quarterly he 
founded. “The most important thing 
is that it’s building a community anda 
destination.” 

Deborah and Andy Rappaport 
decided to act two years ago, after 
speaking with gallery owner Catharine 
Clark about the upheaval that was hap- 
pening around San Francisco’s Geary 
galleries. Two years later, exhausted 
and happy at the same time, Deborah 
Rappaport says that their vision of 
a new arts complex coalesced after 
they researched all possible real estate 
options and after they spoke with “as 
many gallerists as we could, to see 
what they needed.” 

“It’s been almost two years to the 
day since we first had the idea for this,” 
Rappaport said a half-hour after the 
doors opened on March 18. “And my 
feeling right now is one of complete, 
overwhelming joy. It’s still a little unre- 
al that it’s here and it’s done.”

Spiritual 
Connection

The aliens resemble the sort of 
creatures that Hollywood has imagined 
for years, but these aliens look like they’re 
having fun and, well, that they’ve come in 
peace. Nice, playful aliens? Yes, says Laura 
Campos, the artist who did the work. 
Located on the side of a bar, Spiritual 
Connection relates to Campos’ experi- 
ence in Sedona, Ariz., where she went 
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around 2001 after a friend had passed 
away. With its red-rock formations and 
desert atmosphere, Sedona is known 

as a spiritual center. Campos’ visit 
changed her life — prompting her to 
become an artist, and to do work that 
promotes things of interest to her. Spir- 
itual Connection is based on a painting 
that Campos did. 

“T do believe there is life in other 
galaxies, and that they are in constant 
communication with us,” Campos says. 
“T painted Spiritual Connection when I 
was trying to communicate with the 
spirit world, and I was trying to figure 
out who I was.” 

“I did see some stars shinning 
very bright at night, and they would 


disappear and move in strange ways,” 
Campos says of Sedona. “I don’t know 
if they were UFOs or not. I only felt like 
they were not from this planet.” 

Painted on the bar’s well around 
2005, Spiritual Connection is Campos’ 
first mural in San Francisco, where her 
work can be found throughout the 
Mission District. Campos, who was 
born in Mexico and raised in Houston, 
lived for more than five years in San 
Francisco, where she perfected her ar- 
tistic skills by working with the Preci- 
ta Eyes organization. Campos moved 
to the Netherlands in 2014, and now 
lives an hour from Amsterdam. Be- 
cause Spiritual Connection was her first 
independent mural commission in 
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San Francisco, Campos painted it for 
free, after the bar’s owner insisted he 
couldn't pay her. But when the build- 
ing’s owner found out, he paid Cam- 
pos what he thought she deserved. 
“The owner of the 
building came (to the 
bar) one night and said, 
“You did a great job. I 
hope he paid you well,’ 
and I said, ‘No — he 
didn’t pay me any- 
thing,” Campos says 
in a video chat from 
the Netherlands. “He 
said, ‘What!?’ I said, 
‘It’s OK — it’s my first 
big mural. And he said, 


‘Oh, no.’ And then he took his wallet 
out and pulled out, like, $700. And he 
said, ‘Here, you can have this.’ I said, 
“You're crazy. And he said, “No, you've

Die Tryin’ 

“You know, Hillary Clinton stays 
here when she’s in town,’ the hotel bar- 
tender told meas he poured my third glass 
of Sancerre just moments before last call at 
9 p.m. 

Concord, N.H., doesn’t do late- 
night. 

[had flown across the country for 
women in the past, but always in the 
name of romance. This time, my inten- 
tions were purely political. 

New Hampshire State Representa- 
tive Elizabeth Edwards is the primary 
sponsor of House Bill 1614, which 
would decriminalize prostitution state- 
wide and hopefully set an important 
precedent. I had emailed her and left 
voicemails, but hadn’t heard back; and 
since the timeline on the bill was tight, 
I decided to fly East to try and meet her 
in person. 

I reserved an open-ended 
plane ticket and booked a 
hotel less than a mile 
from the State Cap- 
itol, all financed 
through money 
from an East 
Coast porn 
shoot. 

It seemed like 
a proactive move 
when planning 
the trip, but when 
I woke up hungover 
the morning after 
my arrival, I suddenly 
felt like a psychopath. I 
wondered if I should just cut 
my losses and head home. What I was 
I even doing there — stalking a state 
representative? 

New Hampshire’s state motto echoed 
in my pounding head: Live Free or Die. 

I couldn't give up now, I had come so far. 

Still in bed, I reached for my phone 
and decided to try one more time. 

This time, Edwards answered after 
just three rings, and later that afternoon, 
I was sipping frosty mugs of Thai iced 
coffee with her and her wife. They were 
close to my age, and had also gotten 
their starts in anarchist and LGBT circles 
in college. 

“Like many victimless crimes, laws 
against prostitution disproportionately 
impact people of low income, people of 
color, and transgender people,’ Edwards 
said. I knew I would like her. 

She’s only in her first term but al- 
ready she’s had some serious victories, 
championing criminal justice reform 
and legislation that serves marginalized 
people. 

She said that H.B. 1614 was inspired 
by last year’s game-changing Amnes- 
ty International recommendation to 
decriminalize prostitution worldwide. 
Edwards wasted no time drafting a bill so 
idealistic it was almost sure to fail. 
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“We have to start with education,” 
she explained, “which is why I didn’t 
want to compromise on the first itera- 
tion of the bill.” 

After compelling testimonies from 
sex worker advocates, H.B. 1614 received 
more than double the yes votes that had 
been projected, winning a recommenda- 
tion of “refer for interim study” — not 
quite a no, but more of a “let me get back 
to you on that.” 

“But I learned it’s not over until the 
House Clerk’s office receives the paper- 
work,” she said, one of the many hard les- 
sons she’s had to learn in this first term. 

The paperwork was conveniently 
“misplaced,” which Edwards said through 
pursed lips is “extremely unusual.” 

Though she recorded the entirety of 
the first executive session, the Criminal 
Justice Committee — many of whom are 
retired law enforcement officials — chose 
not to use the video for reference. In- 
stead, she motioned to reconsider when 
the legislature met for a highly unortho- 

dox second session. 
Three of the six 
members who had 
initially supported 
the bill changed their 
minds. 
In an impassioned 
speech before the 
entire State House 
of Representatives, 
Edwards valiantly 
requested they 
overturn the com- 
mittee’s ruling and 
go with the initial 
decision, but another 
Representative mo- 
tioned to table the bill. Af- 
ter a swift, 152-to-145 vote, 
H.B. 1614 is now, for all intents 
and purposes, dead. 

“Unfortunately,” Edwards says, “re- 
moving a bill from the table requires a 
two-thirds majority. So on a controversial 
issue like this, it’s unlikely to happen.” 

But she assured me that overall, the 
bill was well-received — especially for its 
first year. 

“T knew from the beginning that this 
wouldn’t be a one-and-done bill [but 
rather] a multi-year effort,” she says. “A 
ton of representatives offered their sup- 
port in the future, so our goal of educa- 
tion has been at least partially met.” 

Almost 500 New Hampshire state 
officials are up for reelection this year. 
Edwards says that now is the time for 
all of us to put pressure on whoever is 
representing us at the state level and say, 
“I care about prison reform and margin- 
alized populations. What are you doing 
about these issues?” 

Edwards told me there are no “good 
days” or “bad days” in state politics, 
but rather dozens of tiny victories and 
defeats. The road to change is long and 
arduous, and this momentary loss in 
the land of Live Free or Die must still be 
seen as progress.

Eisenstein In Guanajuato 
Not rated. Opens Friday at the 
Roxie Theater. 
Peter Greenaway’s work has never 
been what you'd call “accessible,” but 
his new film Eisenstein In Guana- 
juato has the potential to be his first 
film to appeal to a wide audience — or 
at least it would were it not for all the 
nudity and penises and gay sex. The 
picture follows cinema pioneer Sergei 
Eisenstein (Elmer Back), director 
of Battleship Potemkin and other films 
you ve never watched but whose influ- 
ence yowve felt, as he spends 10 days 
in the title city shooting j Que Viva 
Mexico!, a film doomed to remain un- 
finished. But Greenaway is less con- 
cerned with the making of the film 
(which we never seen Eisenstein 
working on) than with Eisenstein’s 
liberation as he finally explores his 
homosexuality, his native guide Palo- 
mino (Luis Alberti) quite graphically 
taking his virginity at the same age at 
which Christ was crucified. Sex and 
death are never far apart in a Green- 
away film, but he’s also rarely had as 
exuberant a protagonist as Back’s flib- 
bertigibbet Eisenstein. Greenaway 
kicks his long-standing love of split 
screens and superimpositions and all 
manner of optical trickery into over- 
drive, some of which is so fakey you 
can see the greenscreen around Back’s 
explosion of hair. It’s clearly artificial, 
but it generates an emotional re- 
sponse. Sergei Eisenstein himself 
would have approved. Sherilyn Con-

City of Gold 

Rated R. Opens Friday at 

the Embarcadero Center Cinema. 

Laura Gabbert’s documentary City of 

Gold is both a portrait of Pulitzer 
prize-winning food critic and all- 
around polymath Jonathan Gold, 

and a culinary travelogue of Los Ange- 
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les, which Gold describes as “less of a 
melting pot than a great glittering 
mosaic.” Its many cultures and dis- 
tricts, some of which are more famil- 
iar-sounding than others — people 
north of the Grapevine who don’t 
watch reality TV may not have heard 
of Tehrangeles, for example — are 
represented by food trucks, mom- 
and-pop joints, and other street-level 
eateries that have historically been ig- 
nored by food critics. The picture also 
ruminates on what it means to bea 
critic in the age of Yelp, when any- 
thing that’s remotely nommy gets la- 
beled “Amazing!” City of Gold isn’t 
quite as mouth-watering as other re- 
cent foodie documentaries such 

as The Search for General Tso or Deli 
Man, which may speak more to this 
writer’s own palate than anything 
else, while digressions about his musi- 
cal background are a bit less interest- 
ing. (Yet another middle-aged white 
man talking about how punk rock 
changed his life, yawn.) But the pic- 
ture does allow him to wax rhapsodic 
about Eddie Hazel’s 10-minute guitar 
solo in Funkadelic’s “Maggot Brain,” 
and there are those of us who've long 
known that it is indeed one of the 
greatest instrumental recordings of 
the 20th century — and that it goes 
wonderfully with a Korean taco. SC 


Krisha 

Rated R. Opens Friday at 

the Opera Plaza Cinema. 
A darling of the Independent Spirit 
Awards and South by Southwest, Trey 
Edward Shults’ Krisha feels like ex- 
actly what it is: a short film that has 
been padded out to feature-length. 
Krisha (Krisha Fairchild) is a recover- 
ing addict who joins her extended 
family for Thanksgiving for the first 
time in years, only to find that the 
welcome is not as warm as she might 
have hoped, and her own resolve be-

gins to unravel. Fairchild’s perfor- 
mance is terrific, but many stretches 
without her fall flat as observational 
slice-of-life moments; movies shot in 
a home need not feel like home mov- 
ies, but much of Krisha is filler, unless 
one finds broheims arm-wrestling 
and/or actual-wrestling to be interest- 
ing. What should be the most power- 
ful subplot finds Krisha trying to 
reconcile with her nephew Trey 
(played by director Shults, her real-life 
nephew). Unfortunately, Shults lacks 
noticeable personality or charisma as 
an actor — and Krisha raving about 
how her on-screen nephew has always 
been a gifted filmmaker and should be 
a director instead of having gone into 
“business management” is downright 
cringe-worthy. The sad thing is, 
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Shults does indeed display some gift- 
edness on a visual level, keeping his 
limited locations interesting with nu- 
merous camera tricks and move- 
ments. But as calling cards 

go, Krisha should have remained a 


short. SC

Creative Control 
Not rated. Opens Friday at the 
Opera Plaza Cinema. 
From Westworld to Weird Science to Ex 
Machina, movies have long acknowl- 
edged the unfortunate reality that 
many leaps forward in technology are 
spurred on by straight men trying to 
find new ways to simulate getting 
laid. Benjamin Dickinson’s Creative 
Control joins that dubious heritage, 
set in a not-too-distant future in 
which transparent phones and tablets 
have become the norm. Advertising 
executive David (writer-director Dick- 
inson) is tasked with developing a 
campaign for Augmenta, augment- 
ed-reality glasses which look only 
slightly less douchey than Google 
Glass. Dissatisfied with his girlfriend 
Juliette (Nora Zehetner) and crushing 
out on his best friend’s partner Sophie 
(Alexis Rasmussen), David creates a 
simulation of Sophie in his glasses, 
and soon loses his grip on which So- 
phie is real, a situation worsened by 
his own heavy boozing and pill-pop- 
ping. Creative Control is shot in glori- 
ous black-and-white, which always 
makes New York look better and also 
complements the vector-graphic aes- 
thetic of the glasses nicely. But the 
film’s most important innovation is 
the use of Reggie Watts, playing him- 
self as an outside-the-box tech guru 
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David hires and then subsequently ig- 
nores. He doesn’t get nearly enough 
screen time, but if anyone can show us 
how the seemingly inevitable arrival 
of augmented reality can be used for 
things better than facilitating the 
male orgasm, it’s Reggie Watts. SC 


Trapped 
Not rated. Opens Friday at the Clay 
Theater. 
Dawn Porter’s Trapped is a sobering 
look at the impact of anti-abortion 
legislation in the South, emphasizing 
people like Reproductive Health Ser- 
vices owner-director June Ayers, and 
doctors such as Dalton Johnson and 
Willie J. Parker, American heroes who 
are keeping the lights on in spite of 
intense legal and social pressures. The 
picture frames the modern abortion 
debate as an issue of class, showing 
how the laws and regulations make it 
well-nigh impossible for women of 
limited means to receive the care they 
need. Uncommented in the film upon 
but impossible to miss is the fact that, 
at least in the South, it’s white men 
leading the legal charge against abor- 
tion. Indeed, the question of skin 
color is only ever brought up by aston- 
ishingly condescending white people 
lecturing black people, accusing them 
of “killing your own race,” while a very 
old white woman attempts to be 
timely: “All black lives matter! All lives 
matter!” (Which, just, no.) Trapped re- 
covers the abortion issue from Chris- 
tianity; Dr. Parker in particular is an 
active Christian who also provides 
abortions because he knows it»s the 
right thing to do, particularly since so 
many of his patients have been raped. 
Whatever else Jesus would do, he 
wouldn't force a rape victim to resort 
to a coat hanger. SC

The South Bay-ou 


David Kinch's The Bywater replicates the best of New Orleans.

Luring San Franciscans down 
to Los Gatos for dinner is not easy; it’s 
like, well, herding gatos. The 
S.E-centered parochialism that goes 
hand in hand with snobbery leads people 
to believe this leafy Silicon Valley suburb 
is one big Netflix distribution center 
marked hazily on the edges of their men- 
tal maps, “here there be monsters’-style. 

It’s ridiculous. I’ve never had the 
privilege of eating at Manresa, David 
Kinch’s three-Michelin-starred restau- 
rant that’s also in Los Gatos, but I leapt 
at the opportunity to drive 102 miles 
round-trip to The Bywater, his love 
letter to New Orleans, the city where 
he learned his trade. It’s as worth-it as 
worth-it gets, a joyful romp through 
the world of Creole-Cajun cooking — 
somehow still underrepresented in the 
Bay Area in spite of how it performs 
the magnificent trick, affecting a care- 
free attitude while caring very deeply 
about pretty much every aspect of 
food. New Orleans is a forgiving place 
— the time I got booted from the Car- 
ousel Bar in the Hotel Monteleone on 
Mardi Gras notwithstanding — and 
as with its spiritual home city, the 
only mortal sin you can commit at The 
Bywater is fretting about carbs. The 
motto here could be, “Come, eat, get 
full, get drunk, and enjoy life, ’cause 
life’s good.” 

It starts with the drinks. I ordered 
a celery highball with gin ($12) on the 
not-always-sound logic that if some- 
thing so odd is on the menu, they 
must have found a way to make it 
good. (It was.) Crisp and garden-like, 
it was considerably peppier than the 
Huck-a-Buck ($12), a fun-sounding 
mix of tequila, watermelon, dry 
Madeira, lemon, and sea salt that 
was ultimately more innocuous than 
anything. The biggest surprise was 
the Frozen Daiquiri (rum and “voodoo 
mix,” $12), which comes in a plastic 
cup for discreet sidewalk sipping. Its 
precise contents are a house secret, 
but the liberal use of dark rum yielded 
the most adult daiquiri I’ve hadina 
while, bordering on savory. 

Then there’s the food. A nod to 
Jay-Z’s old record label, the Oysters 
Roc-a-Fella ($24) was a fat tray of four 
spinach-, cheese-, and bacon-heavy 
shells. Some people hesitate when 
confronted with oversized oysters, 
fearing the whole thing will slide 
down their gullet as one briny blob, 
but with Oysters Rockefeller, you 
don’t have to worry about that (or 
about the taste of the ocean). As at 
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Gumbo Ya Ya 


Antoine’s, the French Quarter restau- 
rant where the dish was invented in 
the 19th century, the oysters are em- 
bedded in the topping, not vice versa 
the way they do it around the block at 
Broussard’s. 

Dusted thickly with seasoning, 
the creole fries ($6) were hot as hell, 
and perfectly fried. The house prepa- 
ration of fried green tomatoes (with 
anchovy and boiled egg, $14) hada 
layer of remoulade 
on the bottom, and 
felt like a family rec- 
ipe dressed up. The 
only less-than-stel- 
lar starter was the 
chicken liver mousse 
(with tomatillo jam, 
$12). Although the 
sturdy bread felt 
constructed out of 
leavened dough re- 
inforced with rebar, 
the three layers in 
the jar — mousse 
and jam, with fat 
in between — were no match for it. 
However rich, it was still too vapor- 
ous and one-dimensional. (Then we 
dipped the remaining fries in it, which 
saved the day.) 

Apart from a “salad for two” ($12) 
that was only field greens in a light 
dressing, the large plates were even 
more impressive. A fried oyster po boy 
($19) was not the type that’s slath- 
ered in a mayo-heavy slaw and then

buried in a duvet of bread, but one 
that lets the delicately fried oysters do 
all the talking. The Gumbo Ya Ya ($18) 
clearly started from a deep, thick 
roux and came with a half-submerged 
hunk of bread topped with crab plus a 
whole crawfish as big as the bowl. The 
only thing that made me happier than 
the sight of that prawn was the Crys- 
tal hot sauce on the table. 
I regret that we couldn't find room 
for the fried chicken 
with butter beans 


The Bywater ($22), but the pork 
532 N. Santa Cruz Ave., chop with boudin 
Los Gatos and black-eyed peas 
408-560-9639 or ($28) is the best 


thing I’ve eaten so 
far this year. It’s the 
size of a baseball 
glove, with three 
sweet peppers 
stuffed with bou- 
din, and the side 
of black-eyed peas 
proved the axiom of 
Creole cooking that 
you should still be able to taste all the 
components of the seasoning. And it 
was proof that quantity versus quality 
is a false dichotomy. 

Dessert was simpler: Heaped with 
powdered sugar, the beignets ($11 
for eight) go great when dipped in 
the buttermilk pot de créme ($11). 
Perfection. 

Bedecked with beads, The Bywater 
is not a pretentious restaurant in

spite of those three Michelin stars 
hovering just offstage. In this open 
kitchen, slotted spoons stick up out 
of the ice that keeps the oysters cold, 
labeled with blue masking tape so the 
line cooks know which ones are which, 
and they’re visible to all. I love that 
spirit and only have a couple of bones 
to pick. Most likely to cause mass 
frustration is the fact that The By- 
water is very small, doesn’t take res- 
ervations, and even if you're steered 
toward the bar to mark time while 

a table opens, it, too, might be full. 
(“There’s a wait to wait?” is a question 
you never want to ask yourself.) The 
menu could use some descriptions, es- 
pecially for the large plates. If I were a 
server, I'd probably get a little testier 
than ours did explaining the difference 
between Gumbo Ya Ya and Gumbo 

Z Herbes, over and over. And even 
though The Bywater is a great value 
overall, on an individual basis, some of 
the prices are a little hard to figure out. 
Why does that po boy cost more than 

a lobster roll when the pork chop was 
such a steal? 

Overall, The Bywater is the South 
Bay’s version of Brenda's Soul Food 
(although it is pricier). Pile your krewe 
into the car and make a pilgrimage to 
the distant hinterlands, because life’s 
good.

Okane, a Proper 
Izakaya in SoMa

Because not everyone aspires 
to spend their evenings (and their pay- 
checks) on the edible art of $200, hand- 
tweezed tasting menus, veteran 
restaurateur Kash Feng (owner of Miche- 
lin-starred Omakase) and consulting chef 
Shin Aoki (formally of the Miche- 
lin-starred Kaigetsu in Menlo Park) bring 
you Okane — legit Japanese fare for the 
less-financially-endowed epicure. 

Make no mistake, the offerings are 
exquisite, with various ingredients 
flown in from Tokyo’s Tsukiji Fish 
Market. But Okane exhibits the style 
of a true izakaya, which is more of a 
gastropub than a shrine of fine dining. 
Opened in mid-January, the casual-chic 
eatery caters to S.F’s love affair with 
Japanese cuisine, providing izakaya and 
sushi options with an emphasis on tra- 
ditional dishes, such as wakadori chick- 
en karaage and stewed hijack seaweed. 

Designed by Aya Jessani — who also 
put together Omakase next door — the 
46-seat Okane dining room exudes a 
casual elegance with its raw wood walls, 
hand-dyed upholstery, and ceremonial 
masks and lanterns. The sushi bar 
features four exclusive seats for those 
looking to be personally involved with 
the preparation of their meal, while the 
rest of the dining room is partitioned 
into small spaces. 

Okapi’s menu is comprised of skew- 
ers and small plates, which are labeled 
as “ippin” and broken into categories 
like vegetable, fish, meat, and rice and 
noodles. I tried an array of Okane’s

offerings, including the Harajuku roll, 
filled with salmon and avocado and 
artfully topped with tuna, spicy kabay- 
aki sauce, and crisp lotus chips; a silky 
tender shimofuri hamachi with jalepe- 
no; comforting creamy chawanmushi 
—a traditional custard served with 
shrimp tempura and bok choy; and saba 
karaage, an impressive heap of diakon 
oroshi, serrano pepper, and cilantro. My 
favorite item by far was the sake-lees- 
cured Alaskan cod — flavorful and ele- 
gant, the delicate fish melts into itself. 
Of course no izakaya (a designated 
drinking space) is complete without 
booze. Okane’s selection of specialty 
sakes includes a bright fruity Euphoria 
and a rich and savory Happy Owl. They 
also offer a selection of wines, including 
a refreshing Grandin Brut from the 
Loire Valley. Perfect as an aperitif, it 
also pairs well with decision-making.

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Climbing a slippery ladder in 
some inclement weather Monday 
afternoon, I took a peek, verifying 
the hives’ existence (but of course 
the bees were waiting out the rain, 
which was pretty much fine by 
me). 

Beyond its new apiary, the 
Clift has also planted a cocktail 
herb garden, which means that 
combined with the honey, there’s 
a lot going on behind the bar in 
the Redwood Room, the hotel’s 
high-ceilinged and Deco-accented 
interior. 

To wit: There are two new cock- 
tails, both of which contain honey, 
The 49er Tea Time (black tea-in- 
fused Cyrus Noble whiskey, honey 
syrup, and lemon juice) and the 
Peerless Purple (lavender-infused 
No. 209 gin, honey syrup, lemon 
juice, and lavender bitters). Laven- 
der is a strange flavor, sometimes 
overpowering and other times 
undetectable. A Redwood Room 
bartender said he let this partic- 
ular infusion steep for only a few 
hours because it was so strong it 
risked boiling over into perfume 
territory. 

With drinks go nibbles, and 
Chef Thomas Weibull has put to- 
gether a spring menu that plays off 
the new cocktails. A compressed 
watermelon salad contains that 
same lavender-infused honey 
(along with pumpernickel crisp, 
goat cheese, watercress, and lemon 
confit) while a Vietnamese chicken 
bun goes 180 degrees in the other 
direction, throwing down pickled 
vegetables and pungent hoisin 
sauce as a contrast to the honeyed 
sweetness. 

If you'd like something a little 
heartier and aren't afraid of soiled 
fingertips in such rarefied envi- 
rons, some falling-off-the-bone 
glazed baby back ribs ought to do 
you. Cod brandade fritters with 
a homemade tartar sauce anda 
grilled octopus salad (with blis- 
tered tomatoes, cucumbers, and 
romesco) fill in the gaps with a 
little extra satiation. 

And there’s charcuterie, of 
course — cornichons included. It’s

The New 
Champagne?

Fourteen years ago, Texas native 
William Scanlan was sitting at the bar 
of a favorite Mexican joint, sipping on 
tequila and daydreaming about a vaca- 
tion when the manager pulled him 
aside to discuss a new kind of agave. 

“Come on and try it,” he said. “It 
will blow you away.” 

Scanlan was intrigued. 

The spirit was Del Maguey Mez- 
cal, one of the first artisanal mezcals 
to hit international markets, and 
the tasting was led by Del Maguey 
founder and world-renowned artist 
Ronald (Ronnie) Cooper, a legend 
in his own right and in the resur- 
gence of interest in Mexico’s “liquid 
art.” Scanlan was impressed by the 
strong, smoky liquor and the stories 
behind the it. 

Scanlan sampled the other agave 
from time to time, but didn't really 
dive into mezcal until 2006, when he 
moved to Oaxaca for business. 

“I was exposed to a lot more 
mezcals,” he said. Observing that he 
later moved to Mexico City, but re- 
turned to Oaxaca several times each 
year, he added, “I always sort of had 
mezcal on my mind and came to the 
conclusion that I wanted to do my 
own brand.” 

Scanlan went to conferences and 
workshops, where he learned about 
distillation, milling, and fermenta- 
tion techniques, and met industry 
experts like the makers of Real Min- 
ero, the first brand that captured 
his attention. Scanlan realized that 
adding to the competition didn’t jive 
with his passion for the spirit. 

“I began to really appreciate the 
cultural and historical value of mez- 
cal production,” Scanlan says. 

He wanted to share the stories 
that were already out there. In Sep- 
tember 2013, during Scanlan’s sec- 
ond or third agave conference, the 
Texan approached Real Minero and 
explained his respect for the label 
and desire to bring it stateside. He 
also contacted Rey Campero, another 
family-run business that has been 
passing down the making of mezcal 
from one generation to the next. 

There was “a lot of trust and pa- 
tience as I was getting licensed and 
finding distributors and trying to 
bring the product into the U.S.,” says 
Scanlan, who now runs Heavy Métl 
Premium Imports in Austin. 

Though Scanlan has only been 
importing since last July, his rela- 
tionships with his labels have been 
years in the making. 

“It’s really more than a commer- 
cial relationship,” Scanlan says. “I 


have very intimate relationships 
with the families. When I go down to 
Oaxaca, it’s mostly just hanging out. 
Most of the business happens over 
the phone instead of when we’re 
together. What I’m doing is picking 
the best of the best from Oaxaca in 
order to build up a name as an im- 
porter.” 

He currently represents Rey 
Campero, Real Minero, and Mez- 
calosferea by Mezcoloteca — a 
company whose name translates as 
“library of mezcal” — and feels he’s 
doing something special by focusing 
on micro-batch brands. 

“Mezcal is at a different point 
than it was even a few years ago,” 
Scanlan says. “People are asking 
more questions and getting more 
interested.” 

Moving forward, Scanlan is 
hoping to arrange conferences and 
workshops in which he can educate 
audiences and really tell the stories 
behind the products he imports. 

“[This is] much more about the 
people and the families that are do- 
ing this and about them being able 
to tell their stories rather than me 
telling my story, which isn’t all that 
interesting,” Scanlan says. 

Last fall, he found himself in the 
Bay Area, where he not only peddled 
his products, but also did a tasting 
with the booze experts at Cask (and 
learned some tricks of the trade 
from mezcal masters at Oakland’s 
Calavera). 

“I was totally blown away by 
the menu that they put together,” 
Scanlan says. “Very innovative, very 
cool.” 

Imported by Heavy Métl Premium 
Imports, you can find Rey Campero, 
Real Minero, and Mezcalosferea 
here in the Bay Area at JVS imports, 
Cask, Epicurean, and Healthy Spir- 
its. But Scanlan wants to see the 
Mexican spirit move into unexpected 
places, too. 

“Td love to see mezcal in a French 
restaurant or Indian restaurant,” he 
said. His model is Champagne, which 
was traditionally paired only with 
French food, but which can now be 
found in fine dining and bars of all 
sorts. 

Scanlan is also passionate about 
education. 

“For me, this truly has become 
about preserving the culture and tra- 
dition behind mezcal. I really want 
to give back to the communities in 
meaningful ways.” His first effort on 
this front has been the construction 
of a library and community space in 
Santa Catarina Minas, a small town 
in the Mexican state of Oaxaca. 

Scanlan’s first words to any 
bartender, restaurant owner, mix- 
ologist, or patron are similar to the 
ones that first pulled him toward 
mezcal: “You ought to try it. Take a 
chance. It’ll blow you away.” 
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Who Is Joanna Newsom? 


Demystifying Northern California's enigmatic harpist.

In 19 minute and 53 seconds, 

I tried to crack Joanna Newsom. I wanted 
to figure out who she was, because New- 
som, a 34-year-old singer and harpist 
raised in Nevada City, is an equation that 
doesn’t add up. 

Since Newsom emerged on the 
scene in 2004 with her debut studio 
album, The Milk-Eyed Mender, fans and 
journalists alike have been trying to 
figure her out. (She’s even had prob- 
lems with stalkers.) With her long, 
flaxen hair, whimsical song titles, po- 
etic lyrics, and ethereal, polyrhythmic 
song structures, there’s something 
otherworldly about her. (Tolkienesque 
terms like “Elfin princess” and “wood 
nymph” are frequently used to de- 
scribe her.) 

In her music, Newsom is haunting 
and cryptic. Though her sound is firm- 
ly rooted in folk, it’s not the happy, 
cutesy folk of Simon and Garfunkel 
or Peter, Paul, and Mary. Instead, she 
sings about loneliness, loss, regret, 
and misunderstanding — that is, if 
you can understand any of her lyrics 
in the first place. Newsom’s voice is 
high-pitched and quivering, and her 
lyrics are couched in metaphors and 
symbolism — so much so that one fan 
has created a website devoted entirely 
to deciphering her lyrics. (In “The 
Things I Say,’ Newsom even sings a 
few lines backwards.) 

But there’s another side to New- 
som, one that likes antique shopping 
and collecting weird things. Unlike 
the musical Newsom, a recluse who 
refuses to partake in social media, 
the non-musical Newsom is a me- 
dia-friendly go-getter. She’ll make a 
cameo in Portlandia, narrate a friend’s 
film (Paul Thomas Anderson’s Inherent 
Vice), or provide vocals for the theme 
of The Muppets. This Newsom also has 
a sense of humor. She laughs a lot 
— during our interview, her remarks 
were peppered with chuckles. And 
she’s even married to a famous co- 
median, Andy Samberg. Yes, you read 
that right: The Brooklyn Nine-Nine 
star and former Saturday Night Live! 
staple is husband to Newsom — who 
is also second cousin to California’s 
lieutenant governor, Gavin Newsom, 
the most handsome mayor in San 
Francisco history. 

If this makes no sense to you, 
you re not alone. 

But unfortunately, I, like countless 
others before me, was unable to solve 
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Joanna Newsom 


the riddle that is Newsom. While 

I know that she hates Spotify and 

is repulsed by bananas, I still don’t 
know what “The Book of Right-On” 

is or from where the loneliness and 
sorrow in “Cosmia” stems. I still don’t 
understand how someone who pens 
rambling, fantastical ballads about 
anthropomorphic bears and monkeys 
could marry a guy made famous for a 
video called “Dick in a Box.” 

A long shot to begin with, my 
quest to figuring out Newsom was 
littered with limitations. I only had 20 
minutes over the telephone to get to 
Newsom’s core, not to mention I had 
been given a list of “two things she did 
not want to discuss” from her publicist 
(though really it was more like three). 
Apparently, Newsom doesn't like 
talking about her home, what neigh-

borhood she lives in — “please do not 
mention that in the piece” — or her 
marriage “in any detail.” 

In other words, I could ask her 
about her music and, well, that was 
about it. And so I did. But the interview 
wasn’t a total wash. Newsom, I learned, 
is rather garrulous and likes to provide 
long, thoughtful answers to what would 
otherwise be simple questions. She 
uses the word “basically” a lot and, like 
a dog-eared book of CliffsNotes, tends 
to sum up her points at the ends of her 
statements. 

That said, without further ado, here 
are seven things I managed to uncover 
about the mysterious singer-songwriter. 


1. Her upcoming tour is shaping up 
to be a family affair. Newsom’s brother 
Pete, who played drums on her last album, 


Divers, is accompanying her band on this 
tour, and her sister Emily, who plays the 
cello, might also join a leg. Newsom origi- 
nally asked Pete to contribute to Divers 
because she wanted each song on the al- 
bum to sound different from the next. 
The way that she achieved this was by 
having different drummers, keyboardists, 
guitar players, violinists, etc. play on each 
track. “I wanted a force pulling in the op- 
posite direction to create a distinctive en- 
vironment so that each song sounds and 
feels different,” she said. Though she'd 
never worked with her brother before, she 
brought him in because his style is so dif- 
ferent from hers. Pete, who is also a key- 
boardist, is known for playing hip-hop 
and R&B instrumentals, which Newsom 
said appealed to her because of its “heavi- 
ness and funkiness ... which really served 
certain songs on the record.” 


2. Her voice has changed. In the 
spring of 2009, Newsom developed nod- 
ules on her vocal chords from straining 
and not properly warming up her voice 
before singing. “I'd do other dumb things, 
too,” she said. “Like, my band and I rented 
a house in Big Sur to work on Have One 
On Me. It was a cold house that was 
warmed by a wood stove and the wood 
stove was poorly ventilated. So I was sing- 
ing the whole time in a smoky room, 
drinking whiskey, and I just shredded my 
voice.” 

Instead of undergoing surgery — 
she’d heard horror stories of proce- 
dures ruining people’s voices thanks to 
scar tissue that can form later — she 
opted for vocal rest. This entailed not 
talking for a few months, which meant 
Newsom walked around in silence with 
“a little dry erase board on me.” 

After that “weird” experience, she 
visited a vocal coach — her first — 
who taught her warm-ups that would 
help prevent her from developing 
nodes again. Before that, Newsom 
had never warmed up her voice. She’d 
avoided seeing a vocal coach for much 
of her life because she was “always kind 
of afraid that ... he or she would teach 
[her] something that would make [her] 
real voice go away.” 

After two lessons, she felt equipped 
enough to do the warm-ups on her 
own. She now does them every day 
for an hour. As a result, her voice has 
changed (and you can hear it on her 
new album). “At a certain point, I add- 
ed the upper register and lower regis- 
ter and gained a full octave of singing 
just from literally la-la-la-la-la every 
day,” she said. “I have more strength 
and range now.” 
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3. She does not work out. When 
talking about her vocal warm-ups and 
how her voice has changed, Newsom 
equated the experience to doing yoga — 
something which she does not do. “I don’t 
do yoga or anything I should for my physi- 
cal health,” she said. “But if I did — like, if 
I stretched every day, I could probably 
start doing things that I'd never been able 
to do before.” 


4. Newsom used to want to be a 
writer. When she was younger, she 
“thought about being a writer often.” She 
wrote short stories while attending Mills 
College in Oakland, but eventually gave 
up because she thought her stories “were 
not good.” Writing is not “the form that I 
am at my best,” she said. 


5. Often, the lyrics are the last 
thing she works on for a song. This 
was especially the case with her last al- 
bum, Divers, though it’s “kind of always 
what I do.” She might have an idea of what 
she wants the song to be about or of what 
the song’s “spirit” is, but she doesn’t start 
putting these ideas into words until after 
the instrumentals are finished. 


6. She may or may not take years 
to complete her next album. Spend- 
ing four years on Divers was not inten- 
tional, Newsom said. “I don’t think I 
actually knew how much work it would be 
or how long it would take. And I think if 
someone had told me that, I would have 
despaired slightly.” In fact, she didn’t even 
realize that she'd been working on it for so 
long until she finished the record and 
“looked at the calendar.” Though she 
wouldn't “consciously” work on an album 
of such depth and length again, she admit- 
ted that “it is possible that without realiz- 
ing it that the next idea I want to do ends 
up being another kind of can of worms.” 


7. When Newsom gets old, she 
wants to become even weirder than 
she already is. She already counts bird 
watching, interior design, and furniture 
design as three of her hobbies, and plans 
to add wearing “kaftans galore” to her list 
of old lady aspirations.

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‘WRITE FROM A PERSONAL PERSPECTIVE’

“Walls of sound that keep the sky 


from falling down,” sings Bob Mould on 
the closing track of his upcoming solo re- 
cord, Patch The Sky (out March 25). The 
line references the last few years of 
Mould’s life, which have been rough, to 
say the least. Both his parents passed 
away, as well as a few friends. But 
through his loss, his walls of sound — 
built from the loud distorted electric gui- 
tars that he famously strummed as the 
frontman of both Husker Dii and Sugar 
in the ’80s and ’90s, respectively — kept 
him alive. During that five-year period, 
the 55-year-old was impelled by a need 
to create; an urge to produce so as to 
make sense of everything else going on 
in his life. 

As a result, he churned out three 
albums, published an autobiography 
(See a Little Light: The Trail of Rage and 
Melody, co-written with Michael Azer- 
rad), collaborated on the Foo Fighters’ 
2011 album Wasting Light, and was the 
subject of a tribute show at the Walt 
Disney Concert Hall in Los Angeles, 
featuring Dave Grohl and Ryan Adams. 

Patch the Sky, his twelfth solo effort, 
represents this period of dichotomy 
in Mould’s life. The new album is a 
product of these ups and downs: in- 
strumentally uplifting, with dark un- 
dertones. “I wish I could say it ends on 
a bright note like other records have,” 
he said in a recent Skype interview. 
“But I’m not sure it does — and I’m OK 
with that.” 

Mould rose to prominence in the 
mid-1980s as the guitarist/vocalist for 
Husker Di, a pioneering punk band 
that later ushered in a new era of more 
melodic alternative acts. Never com- 
mercially successful, the St. Paul, Min- 
nesota band paved the way for verse- 
chorus-verse bands like the Pixies and 
Nirvana. Fans and bands alike still 
bemoan the fact that they never made 
it into the Rock & Roll Hall of Fame. 

Following Husker Dii’s breakup in 
1987, Mould went on to form Sugar, 
one of the main bands responsible for 
creating what is now known as alterna- 
tive rock. Since the band’s final show 
in 1995, Mould has been releasing solo 
records at a steady pace, even as he 
moved from New York City to Wash- 
ington, D.C., and then, in 2009, to San 
Francisco. 

For years, Mould had wanted to 
relocate to the Bay. Now a resident 
of Corona Heights above the Castro, 
Mould said he finally feels at home, 
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Bob Mould 


especially after becoming fed up with 
life in Washington, D.C. (“I had been 
having little bits of conflict with my 
time there,” he said). Though he ad- 
mitted, “it’s not the San Francisco that 
I moved to and it’s certainly not the 
San Francisco that I remember from 
the summer of 81,” Mould maintained 
that he’s enjoying his time here — es- 
pecially when he attends his neighbor- 
hood association meetings. “I don’t go 
out as much as [ used to, but I try to 
be active in the community,” he said. 
“That’s the kind of stuff that’s import- 
ant for me.” 

Living in the city, he said, has influ- 
enced his music, both tangentially and 
directly. His last three records were 
mixed at the Mission’s famed, five- 
decade-old studio, Different Fur, and 
there are subtle references to living in 
California — mentions of Interstate 5 
and the drought — sprinkled through- 
out the new album. Despite this, he 
said he shies away from being too geo- 
graphically specific; rather, he tries to 
“write from a personal perspective that

has global application.” 

Mould is now entering what he calls 
the third chapter of his career. He’s re- 
leasing solo records at an unprecedent- 
ed rate — three in the last four years 
— and the quality of the albums hasn't 
wavered a bit. Paint the Sky ranks as 
one of his strongest efforts to date, a 
collection of 12 fast-paced, high energy 
alternative rock tracks. It’s also one 
of his best sounding efforts. Recorded 
by Steve Albini at Electrical Audio in 
Chicago, Mould said that he decided 
to “let things breathe a bit more” in 
the album, which he achieved by using 
ambient mics and at times, eight guitar 
tracks at once. 

He’s enjoying himself too, finally 
stepping back and realizing how grate- 
ful he is to be still making music at this 
point in his life. “When the shows are 
great, it’s as amazing as always,’ he 
said. “I don’t recover as fast and some 
days are more of a struggle and there’s 
not as much of an unconditional thrill, 
but what a great place to come to work 
to every day.”

Thirty-three years after Husker Dii’s 
debut Everything Falls Apart, Mould 
remains as vital of an artist as ever be- 
fore. His more recent solo albums have 
kept him in the public eye, inspiring 
a new generation of fast-paced punk- 
rock bands. He’s managed to evolve 
and grow with each release, never be- 
coming a caricature of his former self. 

Mould ends his upcoming nation- 
wide tour at the Independent on May 
14 and 15, serving as a homecoming 
for the relatively new San Franciscan. 
Though he may not be as wild as he 
once was — you're more likely to catch 
him taking a survey for his local neigh- 
borhood association than at a Brick & 
Mortar punk show — the spirit of his 
earlier bands is still present in his new- 
est releases.

Since the ‘80s, footwork (or 

juke) - a very particular breed of 
fast, rubbery, snare-heavy bass 
music — has been produced by 
Chicagoans for Chicagoans. By 2010, 
one Chicago footwork artist (DJ 
Rashad, and his Teklife crew) had 
become global sensations, inspiring 
copycats worldwide. Jlin, a young 
woman from Indiana, broke the 
copycat mold, launching footwork 
into the stratosphere. In her hands, 
footwork transcends its party music 
roots, becoming intensely personal, 
emotional, and even revolutionary. 
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fans. She sells her presence and charisma 
on stage, playing edits of funk and soul 
tunes. 

For the traditionally dancefloor in- 
clined, there’s Moodymann, an incom- 
parable Detroit legend. Moodymann 
is a remarkable producer, channeling 
black musical history (soul, funk, jazz) 
into modern techno and house rubrics. 
Asa DJ, he’s a consummate performer, 
often toasting on the mic to whip up 
the crowd while inviting his posse up 
on stage with him to share champagne 
and Hennessy. In truth, Moodymann 
is in a league of his own. 

There’s more, too: UK selector Benji 
B, LA beat maestro Kingdom, and oth- 
ers will be there. There'll be something 
for everyone — and then some.

Despairer 

by Marc Kate; Failing Forms 

“Ambient music” is truly an inaccurate 
application of nomenclature. Coined 
by Brian Eno, the name “ambient 
music’ suggests background music, or 
rather, music to be ignored. Certainly, 
much ambient music works perfectly 
well as background listening (which, 
for the record, is not a criticism), but 
just as much so-called “ambient” music 
is forceful, impactful, and engaging. 
San Francisco electronic composer 
Marc Kate’s latest record Despairer 
falls very much in this latter category. 


Despairer — as one may gather 
from the album’s name and track titles 
— is a study of lament, an exploration 
of loss. There’s clearly a backstory 
here, which Kate touches upon in the 
album’s press materials, but I suggest 
you re better off not knowing it. That’s 
to the album’s credit — crafted en- 
tirely on synthesizers, it is an adept 
exploration of emotion, mood, and 
feeling, evoking a portrait of grief that 
is remarkably relatable. 

Despite its grey mood, it isn’t a 
depressing listen, and each song takes 
a slightly different tack. “Of All The 
Books We Burned,’ its opener, sounds 
like an expression of cosmic awe. “Sis- 
ter Hyde” is raw, noisy, and pained. 
“Abject-Oriented Ontology” sounds

almost like it was crafted on guitar — 
but it wasn't. 

The beauty of arrhythmic music like 
Despairer is that it works as a kind of 
Rorschach test, allowing the listener 
to discover a cinematic world within it. 
It’s a fine, powerful work, and an emo- 
tional (and emotive) listen. 


Starving At The Palace Gate 

by Kit ‘n C.L.A.W.S.; Jacktone Records 
The latest transmission from the 
wonderfully named Kit ‘n C.L.A.WSS. 
(a duo consisting of San Francisco 
luminary Joshua Kit Clayton — a.k.a. 
Kit — and Brian Hock — a.k.a. 
C.L.A.W.S.) is a six-track EP of lurid, 
lurching grooves recorded straight to 
tape. It’s an uncompromisingly weird 
record that doesn’t fit in, and it’s 
proud of that. 

The EP opens with “Neither Hawk 
Nor Hound,” its most lazy, languid 
track, and easily my favorite. It’s 
a brilliant downbeat acid journey, 
chugging along at just above 90 beats 
per minute. It’s at once effortlessly 
groovy and impossible to pin down, 
featuring a lavender-colored minor 
key mood. 

I’m no gear hound, but I’m quite 
certain that whatever hardware was 
used to record this EP isn’t the kind 
you hear on most other records. A 
distinct sort of “lo-fi, 8-bit” sound 
palette pervades, making the whole 
record feel like the soundtrack to 
some bizarre video game from an 
alternate dimension. It’s an odd di- 
chotomy: The EP sounds retro, but it 
doesn't particularly feel it — throw- 
back music this is not. 

In fact, Starving At The Palace Gate 
feels completely time-out-of-place, 

a glimpse into an alternate universe 
where present-day electronic music 
referents just don’t exist. It’s a be- 
wildering listen — I’ve found myself 
struggling to “figure it out” — but 
the more I just let it be, the more I 
come back, unable to stop thinking 
about it.

If it weren't for lead vocalist Channy Leaneagh, the Minneapolis band Polica 
would sound just like any other indie-rock outfit. Fortunately, that’s not the 
case. What’s so great about Leaneagh’s voice? Despite the fact that Leaneagh 
was born in Colorado, she has a slight Eastern European accent. It makes abso- 
lutely no sense — “I don’t understand it, really,” she says — and yet it works. 
Her naturally thick, deep voice melds with the dark, synthpop textures of the 
band’s instrumentals, almost as if she’s wrapping her words around the melo- 
dies. (Leaneagh also uses a DJ mixer to manipulate the pitch of her voice when 
she sings.) Leaneagh had a lisp growing up, as well as a tendency to roll her r’s. 
Though her mom threatened to send her to speech therapy classes, she never 
went, which might account for why she sounds the way she does today. Leane- 
agh started her career as a busker on the streets of Minneapolis playing tradi- 
tional folk music with a fiddle and violin. By luck, the band’s current producer, 
Ryan Olson, heard her sing a cover of a Sam Cooke song and was smitten with 
her voice. Seven years later, Polica is now a well-established band with three al- 
bums under its belt and invitations from mega companies like Sour Patch invit- 
ing them to stay for free at their guest house in Brooklyn. “It’s very odd,” 
Leaneagh says. “You just never know when it’s going to happen. It’s such a weird

To understand the Chicago quar- 
tet Third Coast Percussion, you 
must first understand what a per- 
cussion instrument is. It sounds 
almost idiotically simple, but a 
percussion instrument is any- 
thing — be it a keyboard, a 
bucket, or a hollow pole — that 
you can make a sound with. So 
basically anything can be a per- 
cussion instrument — which is 
exactly what Third Coast Percus- 
sion is trying to prove. At their 
upcoming show, the quartet will 
be playing two pieces: one com- 
posed by the experimental classi- 
cal mastermind Steve Reich; the 
other by Glenn Kotche, the drum- 
mer for Wilco. While the Reich 
piece involves simply a piece of

wood and drumstick per musician, the Kotche piece is a little more arcane. Here’s what essentially will happen: At the begin- 
ning of the song, the musicians will carry out buckets full of junk and scraps to two microphone-outfitted tables. They'll 
dump the contents out and start building, all the while making music (hence the percussion part of the whole spectacle. Get 
it?). Eventually, they'll create rudimentary instruments like drums made out of cardboard tubes and packing tape and one- 
string violins made out of fishing lines and tongue depressors. If this all sounds very wacky and zany, good. It should. “For 
better or worse, we don’t do one sound,” says the outfit’s David Skidmore. “We’d rather be weird and unexpected.” JS

If you've never heard of footwork — the sped up, grittier, child of Chicago house 
music — hearing a track by Jlin will blow your mind. Jlin, who works by day ina 
steel mill, began making music in 2008 and only released her debut album, Dark 
Energy, last year. Instead of chopping up and manipulating preexisting hip-hop 
or soul samples, the Gary, Ind. native composes her own tracks by micro-chop- 
ping synth lines and vocals into booming, cascading arpeggios. At first listen, 
the music can seem harsh, but give it time. This is music that is best played on a 
large-scale sound system with a high-class subwoofer. It’s for dancing yourself 
silly, losing yourself to the music, or strutting down a runway (at least this was 
the case at a 2014 Rick Owens runway show).

San Francisco band Annie Girl and The Flight have gone through quite a few it- 
erations. The brainchild of singer Annie Lipetz, the band started out as a folk 
act, replete with live strings and twangy guitar. After a fiasco at the Great 
American Music Hall — wherein 20 musicians were left without sheet music, 
leading them to improvise for eight minutes — Lipetz decided to chuck folk and 
tone it down. “It was heartbreaking for me,” she says, “and I decided to go back 
to my punk roots and just have a four-piece band after that.” The next phase of 
Annie Girl, which you can hear in their EP Pilot Electric, gravitated towards 
stripped-down indie-pop, overladen with Lipetz’s saccharine vocals. Bodies, the 
band’s 2015 sophomore album, marked another evolution for the band, this 
time into the realm of garage-rock. After the band’s summer 2015 tour with 
Against Me, Lipetz says she “wanted to turn the whole energy of the band up 
like 10 notches,” so she added a new rhythm section. That said, there’s no telling 
what the band’s next album or show will sound like, but you can bet they won't 
sound like anything before it. “It’s humorous watching people try to define our 
genre, Lipetz says. “I just can’t stand to put myself in a box.” JS
